The letter oí the Dublin Town Clerk, pub- 
lished yesterday, on the proposal to postpone

line by the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany are so great as to Warrant the Commis- 
sioners in undertaking the responsibility of 
postponing the option.” 

ie said :—What is the grave responsibility 
involved’? The Tramways Company are pay: 
ing to the city in rates, wayleaves, and road 
maintenance a sum of £70,000 per annum. 
Every district in which they have run their 
system has rapidly developed. Owing to the 
development on all sides the city revenue 
has largely increased. The company offer 
t» extend their system to a district ‘eich 
opens up very great possibilities In the way 
of development without any Government 
subsidy or grant of any kind. They agree 
to spend £70,000 for such development, and 
offer to employ a large number of men tem- 
porarily, and fifty or sixty men perma- 
nently. All that they ask in exchange is 
extension of their lease of the city streets at 
the same rental .as before. 

The importance attached to the option was 
solely dae to the fact that the Corporation, 
having a generating station of their own, 
considered that their load factor would be 
greatly improved by supplying the current 
for the tramway system in addition to their 
lighting load. That benefit has entirely 
disappeared owing to the prospect of a supply 
from the Shannon scheme. 

As to the benefits to accrue to the citizens 
and the residents of the county from the 
working of the Lucan line by the Dublin 
United Tramways Company, concerning 
which the Commissioners are not satisfied, 
they. may be stated as follows :— 

(a)—~-Development of a district hitherto 
neglected. 

(b)—Increased revenue due to such develop- 
ment. 

(ch\The immediate employment of a large 
number of men temporarily, and fifty or sixty 
men permanently. 

(d)The greatly rethuced cost of mainten- 
ance of roads as compared with "bus traffic. 

(e}—Reliability of service. 

(f)—The maintenance of a considerable por- 
fion of the toads by the Tramways Company. 

(g)—For residents in the county the de- 
velopment of proper transit facilities to and 
from the centre of the city, electric lighting 
supply and eléctric power supply for pump- 
mg water, ete. 

(i) —Goods and parcels delivery to their 
doors daily as required. 

(i)—Reduction of taxation owing to the 
increased revenue due to the development. 

If the Commissioners do not consider the 
yarions arguments in favour of the proposal 
sufficient, and see any possibility of the 
Municipality at any time taking over the 
tramway system, then let them take over the 
Lucan system, relay it and get running 
powers to the centre of the city, and work 
the line as an experiment before taking over 
the large system of the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Company; or, as an alternative, let the 
Commissioners offer a shorter term for the 
option, and give the Tramways Company 
an extension of, say, twenty-one years in 
place of the forty-two years asked for.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
A* improvement in the near future in 

“hk the Belfast shipbuilding and linen 
industries was forecast to-day by Lord 
Kylsant, the Chairman of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, Ltd., the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Co., and the Union Castle Line. 

He was speaking at a luncheon after 
the launch of the Asturias, the largest 
motor ship in the world, from Messrs: 
Harland and Wolff's Belfast yard. 

' INOREASED EMPLOYMENT. 

Im 1913 Harland and Wolff, he said, em- 
ployed in their yard at Belfast from 11,000 
to 15,000 men, and .in 1924, at the date of 
the lamented death of Lord Pirie, there were 
ow over 6,000 ‘workers in the Harland and 

olff Belfast shipyard and engine works. It 
is gratifying to know’ that to-day Harland 
and Wolff are employing at Belfast over 
9,400 men—an increase of over A pe: ceni. 
during the last twelve months. 

“Now that the Asutrias is safely in the 
water, we have over 90,000 tons of shipping 
fitting out or undér repair at Belfsst, and 
am glad to say that recently we secured ex- 
tensive repair work on vessels which were 
actually lying at Continental. ports 

NEW CONTRACTS. 

“We also have feur very large motor 
passenger liners under constraction on the 
slips at last, amounting in all to more 
than 60,000 tons gross register. To-day I 
am very glad to able to announce that 
arrangements have now been definitely con- 
cla which will result in work being com- 
menced at once on a large hew passenger 
and cargo vessel for our old and valuéd 
clients the White Star Line.

work to Belfast, which, I feel certain, will be 
good news to the citizens of Belfast.

LINEN TRADE REVIVAL. 

“I regret that the textile industry of 
Northern Ireland, like the shipbuilding in- 
dustry, has been passing through a prolonged 

riod of depression. I understand that 
hroughout the Province of Ulster approxi- 
mately 30,000 workers in the linen trade are 
ra ae representing nearly one-half of 
the total. The causes of the depression are 
varied, and are well knowh to you. It is 

atifying that a slight revival is now evi- 
ént in the demand for linen s from our 
own overseas Dominions, especially Australia, 
and I trust that this may soon followed 
by an increased demand frem America, 
hitherto your biggest market. 
_ “You are fortunate in Northern Ireland 
in having men in control of your textile trade 
who are well qualified to bring the industry 
again to a p us state, and I am sure, 
under their skilful guidance, the present diffi- 
culties will be surmounted. In carrying out 
important schemes of research the industry 
is on the right lines, because it is only by the 
fullest possible a plication of science to the 
practical side of the business that we can hope 
successfully to hold our own in the miarkets 
of the world.”

As an 
illustration, he might mention, on the basis 
of the trade of last year, the reductions 
made in harbour rates and dues in the course 
of the last two years represents a remission 
of over £60,000 per annum; in other words, 
had they charged the same rates and dues 
in 1904 as they were charging in 1922 the 
dues payers would have had to pay them 
£60,000 more during the last year than they 
actually had done.

DAIL AND DIVORCE. 


“AVERY REGRETTABLE 
DECISION,” 


The Right Rev. Dr. Miller, Bishop 
of Cashel and Waterford, who pre- 
sided at the Waterford Diocesan Synod 
yesterday, referred to the Dail’s attitude 
towards divorce in the Free State, and 
said that in this matter they had adopted 
a sectarian attitude and exceeded their 
duty, and possibly their powers. 

UNJUST AND ALARMING. 

The Government, the Bishop said, have 
p d themselves to give equal rights and 

i to all people resident in the Free 
tate, irrespective of religious denomination, 
Having regard to the recent decision of the 
Government on the quéstion of divorce it 
must be said that a considerable number of 
people resident in the Free State believe 
that decision to be unjust and alarming. 
Many members of all 
tions hold with unshakeable firmness the 
view that ‘our Lord has taught that under 
certain conditions marriage may be dissolved 
and the innocent person may remarry, The 
Free State Government say in effect to 
these people—'' Your interpretation is 
wrong, and we will not permit relief to be 
given even to an innocent man or woman,” 

This, attitude is, in our opinion, um)ast. 
It becomes alarming when it is re 
ane of thes Government, almost 
w nise and submit a

cannot’ say less than that this decision is 
very regrettable. It introduces an element 
into Irish public life which weakens that 
feeling of confidence so essential to the 
stability and progress of the State. It ought 
to be possible to frame a form of 
words which would meet a difficult 
situation, and revent in Ireland 
what is undoubtedly a most grave blot 
upon English public fite. We all agree that 
frequency of divorce, conferring the right aoe 
uilty persons to re-marry, is a crying seandal, 
But yet that does not justify what many loyal 
subjects of the Free State believe to be a 
grave injustice. | 

The whole question finally depends upon 
the trie interpretation of our Lord's words. 
If His words were capable of Only one con- 
struction there would have been an end of the 
matter, No Christian State would pass legis- 
lation in opposition to His commands; but in 
this case scholars of note disagree. The Free 
State Government now take a strong side in 
this controversy. They say in effeot that our 
Lord’s words bear a particular interpretation; 
and they have founded a policy upon that 
interpretation. In their efforts to remedy 
what is undoubtedly a serious defect in our 
laws they have gone too far, They have now 
adopted a definitely sectarian attitude upon 
this quéstion, and in so doing we maintain 
that they have exceeded their duty and pos- 
sibly their powers. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 

Speaking on the financial position of the 
diocesan churches, the Bishop said-— We have 
again a favourable financial report to present 
to you. It is stimulating to a remarkable 
degree to note the increased financial me 
which our le are so willingly giving. 
This is all the more noteworthy when it is 
remembered that our numbers are consider- 
ably depleted. During the past year the 
Diocesan Council have been carefully con- 
sidering a revision of the financial scheme. 
Its main features are the security which it 
givés to the incomes of the clergy and thé 
provision which it makes to secure this very 
desirable end. Other reports which will be 
presented are, on the whole, satisfactory, 

Concluding, Dr. Miller said—There are 
increasing evidences of and progress 
in the country. The contrast between th 
present time and three years back is 
very marked, and gives reason to hope for a 
much brighter futare. The homes of our 
people are being rebuilt. On the whole, the 
e nsation awarded in the County Water- 
ford has beén reasonable, and families are 
returning to take their former useful position 
in the country. ere are some hard 
cases amongst our rer le.

The 
Minister proposes to ‘‘ improve ' 1,500 
miles of the 4,000 miles of trunk roads 
in the Free State by giving them a 
“road life ' of from eight to ten years. , 
A tar-bitumen macadam surface is the 
best that he can promise, but in busy 
areas an attempt will be made to provide 
something more lasting, and, if funds are 
forthcoming, concrete or asphalt roads 
will be built for heavy traffic. 

The money for Mr. Burke's scheme, 
anc for the permanent maintenance of 
the roads in good order alter they 
‘have been re-made, must be raised 
by the Government..

In his charming speech at the 
Irish Club’s dinner, in London, the 
Governor-General: of the Free State re- 
marked: “It is a ‘modern jargon to say 
that a King must. be advised by his 
Ministers.’’ Scenting treason in this 
obiter dictum, Mr. Johnson raised 
the matter yesterday on the adjourn- 
ment of the Dail. He talked darkly 
of violations of Article 51 of the Con- 
stitution and hinted that the foundations 
of the State were in danger. We hope 
that Mr. O’Higgins’s affable exegesis of 
Article 51 has removed his fears. Under 
that Article, as the Minister for Justice 
explained, the Governor-General is free 
to give every sort of advice. to his 
Ministers and they are free to accept or 
reject it. On the other hand, a refusal 
by the Governor-General to give effect to 
the “ advice ” of his Ministers—as repre- 
| sented by the Executive Council's formal 
decisions on matters of policy—would 
provoke a constitutional crisis. No such 
crisis has been, or is likely to be, pro- 
voked; and so Mr. Johnson may. sleep 
easily in his bed. We shall save the 
incident from the limbo of political 
futility. by telling Ministers and Mr. 
Johnson something which they ought to 
know—namely, that the more the Execu- 
tive Council takes the Governor-General’s 
advice, the better the country will be 
less con- 
temptuous of public opinion, they would 
have realised before now that a great 
majority of the citizens regards His 
Excellency as one of the Free State’s most 
fortunate assets. It would be unfair to 
blame our young Government, which, on 
the whole, has been very successful, for 
the lack of qualities that are acquired 
only through opportunity, leisure and ex- 
perience. During the last few years Ire- 
land has been a poor school for the graces 
of diplomacy and the amenities of public 
life. We may attribute to historical 
causes the narrowness of outlook which 
stamps most of the Free State’s Ministers, 
their impatience of criticism, their 
lingering distrust of British statesman- 
ship, their nervous feeling that the 
simplest acts of international courtesy 
may be construed to their disadvantage. 
Nevertheless, the temper which is the out- 
come of all these things makes a very 
negative contribution to certain fine 
traditions that the world associates with 
Ireland. In the circumstances it would 
be hard to.over-rate the value of the 
Governor-General’s personality. He has 
the gift of kindly and witty speech. 
Like Tennyson's miller, he is ‘full of 
dealings with the world.” He under-

Everybody whois interested in the in-| 


railways, and each ought to be regarded as 
the complement of the other. The rail- 
ways are in a parlous plight.. The traffic 
returns for the half-year on all the Irisn 
lines show that receipts are down by 
nearly £500,000 in comparison with those 
of the corresponding périod. of last year, 
while those of the Free State alone show 
a loss of some £323,000. The improvement 
of the roads at the expense of the railways 


would be an extremely foolish policy, and 


the roads the railways may be forgotten. 
Until the transport ‘problem is solved, or, 
at any rate, well on the way towards solu- 
tion, agriculture and industry alike must 
continue to languish; for transport 
governs every economic activity. An ex- 
cellent start has been made by Mr. Burke; 
but we hope’ that the Government will 
recognise the fact that it is no more than 
a start. With a well-organised system of 
roads and railways the Free State of the 
future will be able to develop a healthy 
and prosperous economy. Co-ordination 
is the essential without which no real 
progress can be made. 


Indian Affairs. 


In the House of Lords yesterday the 
Earl of Birkenhead made his eagerly 
awaited statement on the condition of 
affairs in India. During the last few 
weeks he has been in close touch with the 
Earl of Reading, the Viceroy, who is in 
London at present on leave, and he was 
expected generally to make an important 
statement of policy. His sgpech, how- 
ever, was more in the nature of a review 
of Indian conditions, and contained no 
startling announcenients of impending 
political changes. Lord Birkenhead is 
not enamoured of the Montagu reforms, 
and does not hesitate to say so; but, very 
wisely, neither he nor the Viceroy is in 
favour of any departure from the system 
of dyarchy which Mr. Montagu introduced 
until the extremist movement in India 
‘has been defeated. At the moment agita- 
tion is rife throughout a great part of the 
Dependency. The Swaraj movement is 
almost as active as ever it was, especially 
in Bengal; and, encouraged by: Bolshevist 
agents, hot-heads are still at work to over- 
throw“ British rule. Lord Birkenhead 
states definitely that he will have no truck 
with “ non-co-operation.’’ Until some level- 
headed Indians can be found to lead the 
people out of the political wilderness into 
which they have been driven by. Mr. 
Gandhi and his colleagues, the present 
system will remain in force and no 
nonsense will be tolerated. Firm govern- 
ment is essential to India’s welfare. From 
the outset it was clear that the attempt to 
superimpose advanced ideas of Western 
democracy on the immemorial traditions 
of an Orienta] race must fail; but, now 
that the damage has been done, the return 
to less romantic, but more efficient, 
theories of government. must. be, of neces- 
sity, gradual. G tions—possibly, in- 
deed, centuries—must elapse before the 
Indian races will be able to take their 
place among the free peoples of the world.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 
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EXPENDITURE NEVER LIBERAL 

Mr. . Burke said that it was frequently 
stated that the transport problem was due 
to the growth of mechanical road traffic. 
That was but part’ of the truth, for at no 
time in tle history of the country could it 
be said that there was a liberal expenditure 
on road maintenance. 

Even as late as the year 1914 the average

Lord Oliwier asked for a statement of the 
Government's policy in regard to Indian con- 
stitútional guestions, and said that he hoped 
that the Government would hold out some 
hope of further concessions to the reformers. 

Birkenhead replied. He sáid that he 
must make it. plain at the outset that there 
had been no decisions reac in the discus- 
sions between the Governor-General and him- 
self: He was not, therefore, announcing, or 
perportens to announce, decisions or conclu- 
sions. e was merely attempting a survey 
of the impressions which his tenure of office 
had stamped on his mind. 


ADMINISTRATIVE ECONOMY. 

The financial position must be pronounced 
satisfactory, because of strict economy in ad- 
ministration. For the last two years the 
Government of India had rage pursued 
the policy of retrenchment in military and 
other expenditure advocated by the Inchcape 
Committee. There was a continuance of the 
trade revival.

In Madras the transitional Con- 
stitution had worked with a great measure of 
success. In Bombay the Swarajist Party 
was strongest in numbers. In Bengal progress 
was made and solid achievements were re- 
corded, but there was a possibility at the 
next election of an absolute Swarajist 


majority. 
DIARCHY UNPOPULAR. _. 
Recently the: Bengal Council had indicated 
that it preferred to dispense with Ministers 
and a Diarchic Constitution, and he and 
the Government had to suspend the transfer 
of subjects. 
In the United Provinces, except for tension 
between Moslems and Hindus, there was 
nothing to cause anxiety. Where the Consti- 
tution succeeded it had been at the price 
of an inroad on the Diarchical principle. He 
did not discourage such ies, lettin 
each province work out its constitutiona 
salvation, : bs are ae 
The Constitutidn wóúld undoubtedly .. re’ 
quire revision, It could not be too plainly 
stated that everything would necessarily: be 
thrown into the melfing pot. Diarehy was | 
not a sacred principle ; jt must be judged by’ 
results. There would no reconsideration 
until the Government saw everywhere among 
responsible leaders of Indian thought,evidence 
of a sincere desire to co-operate in making 
the best of the existing, Constitution. There 
could be no progress with non-co-operation. 


INDIANISATION OF THE ARMY. 
The Indianisation of the Army was a very 
delicate matter and must proceed slowly. 
The position of the Services. would be one of 
the subjects for a Royal Commission, when 
the time came for its appointment, to consider 
the working of the Act. Reservations regard- 
ing the Services still remained necessary. 

The ive measures against the revolu- 
tionary outbreak in . Bengal had succeeded. 
The moment had not vet come for relaxation.

THE EMPIRE AND INDIANS.

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affai%, 
replying in the absence of President Cosgrave, 
said that, if they had any desire to be flip- 
pant, it would be open to them to say ex 
the Executive Council did not advise “the 
Governor-General to make that particular 
speech, and consequently should not be asked 
to answer for it or comment on it in the Dail. 

The official actions of the Governor-General 
of the Irish Free State were, of course, 
governed by Article 51 of the Constitution. 
Executive acts done by him were done on the 
advice of the Executive Council, not 
otherwise. There had been no departure from 
the spirit or the letter of that article of the 
Constitution, and he could safely guarantee, 
on behalf of the Executive Council, that there 
would be no such departure. . Something 
turned on the use of the word “‘ advice.”’ 

e Executive Council received advice from 
many péople. Deputy Johnson himself had 
been good enough to advise very frequently, 
and occasionally, with benefit to themselves 
and the public, thev had acted on that. advice. 
Frequently they had not so acted. 

Mr. Johnson—Not with benefit to. the 
public. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the Governor- 
General or any other citizen could tender 
advice to Ministers and to people who were 
not Ministers, and it could be accepted or re- 
jected. But the word “ advice’ in Article 51 | 
was used to mean a signification of the deci- 
sions of the Executive Council oh matters of 
policy, If such advice were not acted on a 
constitutional crisis of the first magnitude 
would have arisen. They had had no such 
crisis, and there was no probability of one. 
arising. 

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 

He suggested that Mr. Johnson was attach- 
ing unwarranted importance to a humorous 
remark uttered by the Governor-General.

Each of the principal breed societies has an 
office here for propaganda purposes. There 
is also accom tion for the. Farmers” Club 
and the National Farmers’ Union. E 

It is thirty-two years since the Society 
visited Chester, and with prizes amounting 
in value to £16,411- and a good attendance 
to-day, the fixture tugas to be a great 
success. Horses total 658, cattle 1,565, goats 
56, sheep 711, pigs 952, a total of 3,922. At 
Leicester a year ago the age were—Horses 
"768, cattle 1,302, goats 60, sheep 635, pigs 
1,212—total 3,975. ese figures are exclu- 
sive of double entries..

WHOLE STREETS INVOLVED | 


Kelvin Hall, the well-known Glasgow 
exhibition centre, was burned to the 
ground last night in a fire which spread 
over a large area of the city, With. it. 
fell _Kelvingrove .U.F. Church, a replica 
in miniature of Rheims Cathedral, fully 
quarter of a mile away. Whole streets 
were involved, and many dwellinghouses 
were set on fire. 

At au early hour this morning the fire 
was still raging, and hundreds of firemen 
remained on duty. No lives were | lost. 
'The damage is estimated at over £250,000. 

The fire originated in Kelvin Hall, and soon 
the whole street in which it stood—Blantyre 
street—was involved. Hundreds of: women 
and children rushed from their dwellings, 
screaming and yelling, and only the prompti- 
tude of the police saved a panic. How the 
occupants managed to clear of thedanger 
zone in the height of the excitement waa re- 
markable | i 

While firemen were fighting the flames in 
the vicinity of Kelvin street, it was learned 
that the U.F. Church, a quarter of a mile 
away, in Kelvingrove street, had caught fire. 
There was a high wind, and it is surmised 
that pieces of burning timber were blown 
overhead and alighted on the roof of the | 
church. asd 

The beadle and others rushed into the 
church to secute a number of articles, but 
had to beat a hasty retreat. When the fire 
brigade arrived the roof was ablaze and the 
interior was a roaring furnace. . Two mee 
towers fronting the. street» crashed to the 
ground, and soon the roof collapsed. : 

Huge clouds of burning material were being 
driven overhead, and rows of residential flats 
caught fire. Firemen were scurried from spot 
to spot to try to keep the outbreaks under 
control. In Kelvingrove street, o ae the 
burning church, over a dozen dwellings were 
alight at the same. time, while round the 
corner, and three hundred yards’ distant, ap- 
other outbreak occurred on the roof of & 
doctor’s house in Royal Crescent. 

Hundreds of firemen were on duty. 

The Art Galleries belonging to the Cor- 

ration are situated directly ay a Kelvin 
Hall, and but for the wind being in the 
opposite direction, the priceless treasures con: 
tained therein would also have been involved. 

Kelvin Hall was the property of Glasgow 
Corporation, and is said to have had the 
largest floor space in Scotland. ~ It cost 
£60.00 to build. It was practically empty 
at the time of the outbreak, but preparations 
were in progress for an exhibition in Sep- 
tember. Only bare, blackened walls remain. 

The conflagrations are believed to”be un- 
paralleled in the history of Glasgow.

COMMITTEE’S QUESTION

' fescinded thu resolution which it _ 
passed on June llth requesting the Joint 
Committee of the Oireachtas to frame -a 
standing order under which a bill of »» 
divorce a vinculo matrimonit would need 
to receive a first reading in each Housé 
before it could be proceeded with in the. . 
Senat-. | 

When it passed the resolution the 
Senate suggested that i‘ should be sub- 
stituted for the motion passed by the 
Dail which Lord Glenavy had ruled out 
of order, on the ground that it was an 
attempt. to legislate by resolution, and, 
therefore, a breach of the Constitution. 
The Dail, however, rejected the Senate’s 
proposal. 

The fesult is that the procedure for the 
promotion of bills of divorce is “‘ unsatis- 
factory from every point of view,” and 
the ‘Joint Committee still is without the 
direction from the Oireachtas which it 
sought. The one fact that has emerged 
from. the long debates is that the Dail,-- 
as at present constituted, will not pass 
a bill of divorce. 


RESCINDING MOTION, 


NO NEARER. A SOLUTION. 
In the: Free State Senate yesterday, Mr. 
John O'Neill proposed :—'' That, haying _re- 
gard to the message received from the Daf ~ 
dated the 25th June, 1925, the Seanad do 
rescind the resolution which it passed on the 
llth June, 1925, in the following terms :— 
“That the Joint. Committee on Standing 
Orders relative to private business be re- 
quested to submit additional Standing Orders 
regulating the procedure to be adopted in con-. 
nection with private bills relating to matri- 
mon.al matters, including a Standing Order 
or Orders which will prevent bills of divorce 
a tinculo matrimonu from being deemed to 
have been introduced under Standing ‘rder 
55 and which will provide that such bills 
must he read a first time in each House be- 
fore thev are further proceeded with in the 
Seanad.’ '” i 

His reasons for moving the resolution, he 
said, were that he was not at all satisfied 
that things should remain. in the state they 
had been since June lith. The Senate's 
resolution laid down a principle which he was 
not prepared to. uphold. -. 

Mr. T. W. Bennett seconded the motion. 
.Mr. James Douglas said that the Senate 
would he very well advised to accept the 
resolution without ‘any debate. The resolu- 
tion of June llth was void, whether they 
rescinded it or not, and they could rescind 
it without raising the question of divorce at 
all. 

He thought. it .very important that the 
public, and particular!v the Fress, sheuld 
understand that it wads recognised by practi- 
cally everybody in the Senate that no divorce 
bills would be passed by the Oireachtas. 
Therefore, when they dealt with the matter 
in future it. would he entirely a matter of 
deciding the best “means of meeting the 
situation. 7 

QUESTION OF FORM. 

Mr. Barrington said that he did not like 
the form of the resolution. It practically 
méant that somebody else was fo dictate what 
the Senate should do. He suggested that 
the motion should read, ‘‘ That the Senate do 
rescind,”’ etc.. efe 

Mr, J..T. O'Farrell said that. he supported 
the motion because the majority of the 
House agreed with the principle of the Dail’s 
resolution’ ” Some of them, including him— 
self, were genuinely anxious lest in giving 
effect to the will of the majority they should 
do violence to the letter and the spirit of. the 
Constitution. It had been hoped that the 
resolution would induce the Government to 
introduce a bill, and thereby do by legisla- 
tion what it sought. to do bv resolution. 
That was not going to be done. The President 
assured. them, evidently on the strength of 
the -.Government’s: legal advisers, that the 
method proposed was quite constitutional, and 
the Dail supported that view. 


A PROTEST. 3 

Mr. John Bagwell said that he did not wish 
to raise any debate, but, as Senators had 
giveh their reasons for supporting the motion, 
he wisled to state his reasons for opposing it. 
He regarded the issue involved as of an im- 
portance quite beyond the scope of the resolu- 
tion on the question of divorce. 

If they had one, thing to be proud of it was 
that, in @ country where political feelings ran 
high. and differences of opinion were very 
acute, thé Sénaté, representing all sorts of 
different opinions, had shown an extraordinary 
moderation and toleration. The proposal to 
deprive a certain section of the community of 
liberties which they enjoyed was nothing more 
or less than religious intolerance, and he 
could not lend himself to that. 

He knew that there was keen feeling on the 
matter. But what good was to be done by. 2 
shoving that thing down the throats of people 
who felt that they were being deprived of 
something to which they were entitled? Why 
not let them go to the devil in their own 
way’ He did not think the Governments 
proposal would do any good to the Free State 
or make the country stand higher in the 
estimation of other peoples, They had goue “.' 
through troubled times, and thev had a good 
deal of crime, and ‘a move of this kind would 
be taken as an effort to— 

“Compound for sins they are inclined to, 

By damning those they have no mind to.” 

He thought that the country would be 
putting itself into an undignified position by 
passing the resolution. 

The motion was then put and carried, with 
a few dissentients.

Sir,—The recent discussions on unemploy- 
ment have been confused by a failure to dis- 
criminate between two different sides of the 
woblem, each demanding special and 
istinct treatment.

If it 
is a fact, as we are told, that Canadian cattle 
often arrive better and fresher than ours, the 
true explanation may be that they have got 
accommodated to their novel surroundings and 
have recovered from the effects of the shock. 

In the hope that I may not be accused of 
submitting a barren criticism, I would like to 
suggest. the following means towards the im- 
provement of the cattle industry :— 

(1) A propagandist effort urging better feed- 
ing, combined with the better breeding now 
outlined. Feeding is fully 75 per cent., and 
breeding 25 per cent., in the sum total of a 
beef animal’s achievements. 

(2) Recast the Department's cattle-hreeding 
scheme so as to make it fit in better with the 
recent Live-Stock Breeding Act. 

(3) Send a deputation to Canada—a breeder, 
a feeder and a dealer—to pick up all the 
information they can on the methods and 
trend of the Canadian cattle export trade to 
Britain.—Yours, etc., .

There was inuch interest in the egg grading 
and packing competitions, too. 
A little experiment in egg-packing is worth 
aid mention.

They were returned 
to the show grounds, and were on view to- 
day, uninjured and in excellent. condition. 
ery great credit is due to Mr. John Byrne,

TULLAMORE SHOW. 


SUCCESSFUL REVIVAL. 
Ar—bbarn— 


(From Over Rerorter.) 

After a of six years the Tullamore 
Show, the annual reunion of the Offaly Count 
Farming and Industrial Society, was he! 
yesterday with a success which eaves behind 
the best record of past fixtures. 

The Society has secured a new headquarters 
on the old sports ground at Spollanstown, 
near the railway ion, and it has been 
fitted up to make a first-class show ground, 
with every convenience for exhibitors and 
gile By ol se a gran stand, Held on 
a perfect dhe of summer, the Show brought 
together a fine crowd of between 3,000 and 

people. They were almost all of the 
people who live by the land. The entzies 
totalled 654, of which 100 were of horses, 117 
of cattle, 12 of swine and 44 of sheep. The 
rest were distributed over the poultry and 
domestic economy sections. Those figures are 
well in front of the best of the Society's 

for the past quarter of a century. In 
addition there were thirty horses out for the 
four jumping competitions, 

The judges were not enthusiastic about 
what they saw in the rings for half-bred 
horses and mares likely to produce hunters. 
Horse-breeding has gone off here as elsewhere, 
and the great mares are few and old; 
but some of the youngsters gave indication 
that the science is not altogether lost in the 
Show's area. Dr. Kennedy's yearling filly by 
Birlin would be noticed anywhere. Un- 
fortunately, the best of the two-year-olds and 
three-year-olds are géldings, There were only 
two saddle horses, apart from ponies, shown. 

The classes for agricultural horses brought 
out in comparison many fine animals. he 
Offaly agricultaorist, who is largely a tillage 
farmer, evidently believes in the lydesdale, 
and this breed was represented by soine excel- 
lent types. Taking them all in all in this 
Show, the Clydesdales showed up better than 
the Irish draught horses, and the few ex- 
amples of the shire type are not commendable. 
An _ attractive prize-winning pair were Mr. 
William Gorry'’s foal and yearling by His 
Majesty out of a seven-year-old mate with 
Dunure Footprint blood. Local horse-owners 
have evidently not yet realised the importance 
for show purposes. of grooming of their 
animals’ feet. There was not a single Clydes- 
dale in the Show that had been tended to 
display the silkiness of the “ feather.’’ 

T lection of cattle was the admiration 
of all who saw it. It was not so large as it 
might be, but what was there showed that 
the local farmers have been forestalling Mr. 
Hogan s legislation to purge our cattle popu- 
lation of its weeds. The dairy Shorthorn 
cows were & great class, and Mr. Bellew, one 
of the judges, told me that it was worth 
travelling all the way from his own County 
of Louth to look on such a fine display of dual 
purpose stock. The high standard was main- 
tained in every class, as a study of the 
number of awards made will show. Mr. David 
Finnamore was a notable- winner with his 
Shorthorn strain, securing five firsts with four 
beasts. Crosses from breeds other than the 
Shorthorn were not a success at this Show. 
Of its two great rivals, the Aberdeen- Angus 
is, | am tol fee grma the Hereford in the 
district, but in the Show neither came near 
the Shorthorn. 

The sheep section vied with that for eattle 
in producing much above the standard of the 
local Show. In the special classes for Ros- 
commons, Mr. John Keane, a County West- 
meath flockmaster, won all the prizes; but he 
showed sheep that were the wonder of the 
Show for size, frame and fleece. The Shrop- 
shire and Oxford Downs shared pretty 
evenly the honours ‘among the short-woolled 
breeds. In general it may be said that there 
was not a sheep penned that was not fit to 
be shown. 

The pig section was small and good, and 
there was a great display of utility poultry 
and eggs. There were only nineteen exhibits 
of butter made in Jocal homes. Some of it 
was goodvand some of it was not at all up 
to market requirements. The executive are 
well advised in paying a little extra attention 
to the domestic economy section, in which a 
great deal of interest was concentrated ‘vester- 
day afternoon. 

he Society are to be congratulated on the 
revival, which was Organised and carried 
through on the business-like lines of Mr. 
Hannigan’s days. For that splendid Show 
Secretary the Society has found the right men 
in Mr, William Gerry and Mr. A. M. Fahy.
